RIVER  PLATE  ITEMS. 
~Tlte  Argentine  government  has  granted  a 

railway  concession  from  Parana  to  the  Brazilian 
frontier  to  Messrs.  Garritlo&Co:  A  grant  of 
thirty  leagues  of  land  goes  with  the  concession. 
— Telegrams  from  Buenos  Aires  last  week 
stale  that  enormous  clouds  nf  locusts  are 
threatening  the  cultivated  districts.  The  gov- 
ernment has  appropriated  $300,000  for  the 
destruction  of  the  insects. 

—The  September  receipts  of  the  Montevideo 
custom-house  were  $722.944. 92.  which  are 
below  those  for,  September  of  the  three  preced- 
ding  years,  but  are  an  improvement  011  those 
of  the  five  preceding  months. 

—Mr,  C.  Akers,  special  correspondent  of 
the  London  Times,  who  has  been  some  five 
months  in  the  River  Plate,  left  for  the  West 
Coast  on  Saturday.  Me  will  remain  in  that 
part  of  the  world  about  a  year,  visiting  Chile, 
Peru,  Bolivia,  and  some  of  the  Central  Ame- 
rican republics, — Montevideo  'Times. 

—The  department  of  public  gardens  has  not 
been  idle  during  the  winter.  About  16,000 
trees  were  planted  along  avenues  and  in  plazas 
and  more  than  85,000  in  Palermo  park.  It  has, 
besides,  given  a  great  number  of  plants  to  hos- 
pitals and  public  institutions,  amounting  in 
all  to  more  than  n  1,000  trees  and  shrubs.— 
Buenos  .-Hits  //rruhf. 

—During  the  mouth  the  estimates  for  1S9K  of 
the  municipality  Of  Buenos  Aires  have  been 
presented  to  the  council.  They  run  up  to  some- 
thing like  20,000,000  currency,  or  say  a  mil  lion 
and  a  half  sterling,  which  is  "not  at  all  bad  for 
a  city  of  700,000  inhabitants,  which  does  not 
own  or  run  the  usual  public  services  for  its 
own  account.— SI,  Andrew's  Gazelle. 

—The  TJSpallata  Pass  over  the  Andes  is 
reported  to  be.  in  good  condition  now  for  car- 
riages as  far  as  Juncal,  and  from  thence  by 
mules  and  horses.  It  Is  difficult  to  keep  the 
pass  in  good  order  as  the  winds  fill  it  up,  there 
being  at  present  some  thirty  men  employed  to 
keep  it  in  order,  of  which  over  a  third  arc 
cutting  through  snow.— Times,  Buenos  Aires. 

— TheRosario  branch  of  the  London  and 
River  Plate  Bank  has  been  robbed  of  $147,000 
by  its  sub-cashier,  Frederick  Shaw,  who  lias 
hern  taking  out  money  for  the  last  three  years 
and  concealing  it  by  means  of  false  cheques, 
entries  and  balances.  He  says  lie  took  the 
money  to  loan  to  his  brother,  Herbert  Shaw, 
who  was  always  asking  him  for  money.  Fear- 
ing detection,  lie  finally  confessed  to  his  father, 
who  at  once  advised  the  manager,  Both 
brothers  are  under  arrest. 

—Feeling  towards  the  United  States  011  the 
part  of  Argentines  lias  not  been  of  the  most 
cordial,  for  it  is  fell  that  the  Dingley  tariff  with 
itsbm-dens  upon  hides  and  wool,  is  an  un- 
worthy return  for  the  attempt  which  Argen- 
tines made  to  offer  large  profits  and  quick 
returns  to  the  North  American  republic.  Our 
finance  minister,  with  the  hcartv  support  of 
our  amateur  economists,  will  probably  place 
taxes  upon  North  American  produce,  "for  the 
Kike  of  proving,  even  at  a  sacrifice,  that  he 
believes  in  neipiueitv.—.V/.  Andrew's  Gazette.

There  was  a  time 
when  an  exposition  of  this  character 
could  not  fail  to  afford  great  benefit, 
bnl  we  are  not  at  all  sure  of  such  n  ben- 
efit now.  The  times  are  changing- ,  and 
the  frequency  of  these  exhibitions  has 
sapped  them  of  both  novelty  and  influ- 
ence. However,  some  good  can  be  se- 
cured if  the  right  means  are  employed 
to  that  end.  Seudiug  out  goods  to  the 
care  of  irresponsible:  adventurers  is  cer- 
tainly not  such  a  means.  If  the  exposi- 
tion is  to  be  made  an  object  lesson,  it 
mast  be  under  the  ^control  of  capable 
and  experienced  business  inert]  and  it 
should  be  run  on  strict  business  princi- 
ples. We  are  not  in  favor  of  the  elabo- 
rate scheme  of  exemptions  which  lias 
been  laid  before  the  federal  and  muni- 
cipal legislatures,  for  it  smacks  too  much 
of  sharp  practice,  ft  is  fair  enough  to 
ask  that  legitimate  exhibits  be  admitted 
free  of  duty,  but  the  exemption  should 
be  subjected  to  exactly  the  same  limit- 
ations, restrictions  and  penalties  which 
the  United  States  imposed  upon  the  ex- 
hibits sent  to  the  Chicago  exhibition. 
Beyond  that  no  American  can  honestly 
go.  He  should  be  ready  and  willing  at 
all  times  to  submit  to  the  same  penalties 
which  he  imposes  upon  foreigners.  If 
he  does  not  wish  to  do  this,  then  he 
must  submit  to  the  charge  of  insincerity 
and  unfairness.  Mis  object  in  coming 
here  is  simply  one  of  ordinary  business, 
one  of  private  gain.  He  can  therefore 
present  no  valid  claim  for  exceptional 
favors,  such  as  exemption  from  federal 
and  municipal  taxation.  As  a  business 
undertaking,  the  exposition  should  pay 
taxes  and  expenses  just  the  same  as  any 
other  private  business  venture.  Assum- 
ing that  this  will  be  done,  in  spite  of  the 
petition  sent  to  congress,  we  should  like 
to  add  that  the  direction  and  arrange- 
ment of  the  exposition  should  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  experienced  business 
men.  And  if  the  parties  interested  wish 
to  derive  the  fullest  benefit  from  such 
an  exposition,  they  will  send  out  com- 
petent men  and  open  shops  for  the  sale 
of  their  goods  during  its  existence.  As  a 
rule,  every  established  merchant,  no 
matter  what  his  nationality  is,  stands 
ready  to  keep  any  article  of  merchan- 
dise which  his  customers  demand.  He 
may  have  his  prejudices  and  preferences 
like  ourselves,  but  business  is  business, 
and  sentiment  is  not  business,  lie  will 
not  permit  his  personal  feelings  to  stand 
in  the  way  of  a  profitable  business,  no 
matter  what  may  be  the  nationality  of 
the  merchandise  sold.  But  when  it  comes 
to  pioneer  work  the  ease  is  quite  diffe- 
rent. In  this  the  foreign  manufacturer 
or  merchant  must  undertake  the  risk 
anil  incur  the  expense.  If  a  great  ba- 
zaar could  be  opened  here,  contempo- 
raneous with  the  exposition,  for  the 
sale  of  American  goods  and  novelties,  it 
would  do  more  toward  securing  a  foot- 
hold in  the  market  than  all  the  exposi- 
tions that  could  be  devised.

-The  short  speech  which  President  Prudeiile 
de  Moraes  is  reported  to  have  made  at  Friburgo 
Palace  on  Thursday  will  not,  it  seems  to  us, 
contribute  much  towards  inspiring  confidence 
in  his  courage,  firmness  or  judgment.  Besides 
containing  assertions  that  are  obviously  il- 
logical, contradictory  and  contrary  to  gener- 
ally accepted  facts,  it  conveys  the  impression 
of  being  a  painful  confession  of  weakness  and 
exposes  the  President  to  charges  which  his 
enemies  will  not  be  slow  to  bring  against  him 
and  which  bis  friends,  under  the  circumstances 
thus  created,  will  find  it  difficult  to  refute. 
It  will  perhaps  undo  the  greater  part  of  the 
work  which  he  has  been  laboriously  construct- 
ing for  months  and  replace  him  in  state  of 
moral  bondage  from  which  he  was  liberated  last 
May.
